3. Atlnihibtrathui Changes .—During the year of report a confidential 
enquiry into the administrative working of the Department was held and 
persons found responsible for irregularities were awarded punishments. In 
consequence of this, Rainsingh S:ikscna, Inspector of Archarolc^y, and 
kahshtui Prasad Verma, General Assistant, were dismissed from sendee, and 
the former was further debarred from State Service (trde Home Department 
letter No, lii, dated 112th December IftHd, Conf.). The fiost of the Inspector was 
subsequently filled up and Mr. Ishwari Prasad Mathur, B. A., an tnhabifiuit 
of the Stafe and u graduate from the Victoria CnlJege, Lashkar, was appointed 
with effect from the Itjth April ItWlJ {toMc Home Department letter No. 3041), 
dated the 17th April 11133), During the interval period Mr. S. R, Thnhtjre, 
Curator of the Arclueological Museum, officiated as the Inspector in addition to 
his own duties. No new apjMiintment \va.s made to the |K>st of ilie General 
Assistant during the remaiiiing t>^rt of the yvar, but Mr. V. M. .Shavrikar, 
Assistant Photographer-Draughtsman, officiated in addition to his ordinary 
duties.

IV. Tours. 

fi. In the year under report the Supvrintendent spent 85 dai's in camp 
and visited the folluirlng places * Shl’i^puti, Shitsa, Udaygiri, Cyaraspur 
Padoh, Udaypur, Surwaya, Chanderi, Ujjaiu, Mandasor, Fatehabad, Bagh, 
Bagrod, I'eonda, and Maharajpur. 

7. The tours were undertaken for the annual ins{xa;tion of mnnumeuts 
already conserved, for ins|)ectiiig eoiiservatiou w'orks in prfigress, for direct¬ 
ing excavation works and for exploring and listing monuments, A diary of 
the Superintendent’s tour is given in Appetuiix d. 

1^. The Inspector of Archiuology also toured for 23 days and visited 
the Forts of Bajraitgarh, Fatehagarh, Rnmpur, Raghogiirh, Maksudangnrli, 
Chanderi, Malhargarh, and Esagarh in order to collect infonnation for the 
Directory of Forts, Part II. 

V, Goaservation. 

(a) Lnltiiy Repairs. 

C<»mi«irathx*ly little conservation work was carried out in the vear 
of rcjxirt, on account of (J) paucity of funds and (2) want of a quaM«l 
engineering a-ssistant in the Department during the field season. The 
assistance of the P.W.D. had to be sought for carrying out some of the 
conservation vvork. The list of consen'cd monuments is given in df>gefuiix B. 
The total amount of expenditun; shottm therein is however incomplete as some 
accounts yet to be received from Lbe P» W.^ D. 
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10. Gvraspur — It is 23 miles north-c-Tst of Bhilsn nn^ is one of the 
imiiortant jjlaces of mx'hieoloj'IcEil interest in Gwalifir State. It jjosscsses 
mins of moniunents of ;ill the thra* iincieivt faitlis— Buddhism. Jainism and 
Hinduism. The mins ranp[c in date from the 7tli to Tlth century A, D, and 
show that Gyarajspnr inu.st have been a plaoe of considerable importance 
during this period. Hitherto the place was nither out of the way, but the 
recently constructed Bhilsa-Teonda road which passes by Gyaraspur. has made 
it easily accessible. 

11 . One of the monuments at Gyaraspur which was partially conserved 
in the year of report is the remnant of a temple standing; just on the lOiidside 
locally known as Atha-Khambha. The name which means a group of eight 
pillars, comes from the eight nprijihts which form the existing monument. 
Four of these are the central pillars of the siibhaniandapa (princi|>al hall), 
two are the pillars of the ontarn/a {ante chamber) carrying a heaiittftil carved 
trifoil torana or arch and the remaining two are the jambs of the door frame of 
the shrine room. One of the pillars lienrs a pilgrim's record in Sanskrit datetl in 
V. S- lt>3il (A. D. 11B2} which shows that the temple is :it least as old as the 
middle of the H)th century. The temple was dedicated to Siva, as the 
inscription mentions the idol of the temple as Krishnesvara which is evidently 
a name of Siva, 

T2, The measures of conservation carried out were 

(n) Trees and jungle grow'ing within the area marked off for un 
enclosure rtjund the tem[>1c, w'ere roiitcd out. 

(ft) The premises were roughly levelled and tidied u]!. 

{ij 'j'hc facing .stoucs of the platform on which the temple .‘iiotid 
disappeared, the inner filling had been esf^osed nnd large 
gaps and fissure.s were seen in lx?t\veen the joints, Thc.se 
gap,s were filletl up with chi]jis itf stones and ctdoiired lime 
mortar for strengthening the platform and for improving its 
lcx>k. 

(d) All the eight uprights were more* or less out of plumb, 
^Thesc were re,set [iliitnb. This item was rather a difficult 
problem and rwpiired the comstruction of strong scaffolding. 

(c) The floor of the platform had been Ixidly damaged. It was 
repaired bv reset ling properly the stalls which had Ixyu 
disturlxEd and by sui>plying new slalis to fill up gajis. 

(/) Big loose stones that were lying scattered in the ruins were 
picked up and arranged into an enclosure. 

{gl Boundary pillars were set up showing the limits of the 
premises of the monument, 

IH. Another momimeiit at Gyaraspur that was p.irtially repaired in 
the year. Is the Bajramath temple. It stands alwut n quEirter of a mile to the 
simth of Atha-Khambhn. It was uriginally a Hindu temple but has been 
appropriated by the Jainas later on. It bears no inscription but possei!se,s 
some ver>' beiiutiful carvings, from the style fif nvhich it may safely be 
assigned t*i the early part of the Iffth century' A. D, Its plan is rather unusual. 
It consi.sts of three shritie.s stimding in a row touching one iinother, side by 
side. The centnd shrine is citnvncd with spire white the two side shrines 
are protected ^vith roofs rising in ste|)S. There was a verandah or fjorch iu 
front of the -shrinea, which has pirtudly survived. 
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14. I'he tneMsiirts of oi)n5<;n'ation carried out here consist of the 
folloivtnn t— 

((t) The juui^lc of trees within feet of the monument nil 
round was rooted out Einil the urea was cleared np, 

(&) The edges of the original platform on w'hich the temple stands 
having been badh' ditmaged, it looked as if the temple stood 
on a mound of debris Irregularly shaped. From the 
sundving remains it wjis nrrt pos.sib]e t*r find out the original 
plan of the platform and even if it bad been possible, it would 
have been unnecessarily ext)eiistve to restore the platform. 
The iiifjund Wii5> theref»>re. gh-en a neat and regular form by 
adding and cutting earth work ivhere necess:ity. 

(c) The ground of the premises w*as badK* uneven. It was there¬ 
fore cut down and filled up where necessary so as to make it 
IcveL Big loose stones found in the debris were removed and 
arranged to form a rectangular enclosure fbr the premises. 

(il) The northern end of the porch had been disturbed and .some 
of the pillars, short pillars and a pilaster had gone out of 
plumb. These were restored to their right positions as far 
as possible. 

(r) The north-eastem comer of the plinth of the porch had been 
damaged. It was repaired by supplying cut stone masonry 
to fill up the gaps. 

(/) Gaps, fissures and crevices in the walls and the basement of 
the temple were underpinned. 

(g) New neatly dressed cut stone uprights were provided to re¬ 
place ugly supports of dry nibble masonry erected in later 
limes to prop up lintels that h.id cracked, and to support 
portions of the ceiling of the existing part of the porch that 
were overhanging after the dusapfiearancc of origin^ pillars. 

(k) Pieces of iron rails and girders were inserted to support ceU- 
ing slabs that had either cmcked or remained unsupported. 

(f) A few stones in the facing of the sikbara ot sjuric had been 
disturbed. They' were reset properly in their origiaai 
places, 

U'l Boundary juxsts were .set up to mark tlie limits of the ijrcmises 
of the monument, 

15. A few items of conservation such as rejxiirs to damaged pave¬ 
ments and putting uji of descriptive notices remain yet to be done and these 
will be taken up next year. The wturk of conservation at the abtivc two 
monuments and that of fixing the four sculptitres at Mahaka] temple, nijuin 
(tJjdc para 4W betowj, were c-arried out under the sii|X'rvisiun of the local 
P. W. D. Officers, accfirding to tlic instructions of the ArchjeoIogie;d 
Department. 

111. The third monument attendefl to is the temple known as Main 
Devi. It is the largest survtring temple at Gyaraspur and occupies a 
picturesque position on a huge platform built on the s1o|k of a hill. Like 
Bajramath, Mala Deri temple also seems to haw been originally a Hindu 
temple appropriated later on by the Jainas. It consists of a shrine rofim 
surmounted by a toll rikkarn ot spire, a .(nk/m-jjiarrdupn or a hall with 
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bjilconics projcclJiiK un both sides iind nn cntruncc prw'ch. Profusely covered 
all wer with beaiiUful and dalxnate ciin jng, the temple is an efEective :uid 
imiKteiiu^ piece of architcelure. 

17. The temple and its neighlyuirlnxjd were covered with gmas and 
jungle, and the interior of the shrine and the hidl were choked with debris 
mixed with large and heavy stones fallen from damaged ceiling alxwe, 

(u) The jungle and the debris were cleared np in the year of 
rci»ort. as a prelimitiaty' measure to examine the njonument 
thoroughiv and to frame an estimate of repairs. 

(h) Hear'^' Slones in the debris were further arranged along the 
edges of the pl.itform to make an enclosure. 

(e) Lintels of the northeni and southern balconies were hanging 
down, having lost their support at one end. They were 
lifted up by the use of jack-screws and supported pn^perly on 
stone uprights. 

(il) A note on the remaining items of conservation of this temple 
has been drawn up and the w'ork will, if possible, be carried 
out next year. 

ly. Lastly, the thick jungle which enveloped the ruins of Buddhist 
stuffiis and those of the group of late Gupta shrines standing on a hUl over- 
looking the Man.sarovara tank wlib cut dowai. An approach staircase of diy 
rubble was constructed ou the hank of the kink to the premises of the tuples. 
Footpaths were also made hy clearing juugk, throwing away stones and idling 
up bad depressions, to all ancient monuments .it C.yanispur, Th^ fdoti>atha 
were further Itnerl with, whitewashed stones to show the way to visitors in the 
absence of a guide. 

ly. Gwalmr.—In order to improve the premises of the t hhatri of the 
Rani of Jhansi, the following items of work were carried out 

(a) The earth bank of the premises was rather irregular and 
It was therefore cut into a regular slope and was 
planted with turf, so us to lotik neat and tidy. 

(/>) The toj) of the bank was i>avcd with large flag-stones with 
chiselled dressed edges, 

(c) The old ugly and decaying Sint trees standing on the road¬ 
side in front of the chfmiri were cut down, and new trees 
were planted ill consultation with the Director of State 
Gardens. 

fd) Trees were also planted ou the western boundarj' of tile 
premises, 

ft") Tlie i-dot of ground nu. the Ixick of the |iath was uneven. 1 lie 
depressions were filled up and the ground levelled. Mango 
trees were planted in suitable places on the borders of this 
plot, 

(ft) Annual Upkeep. 

til). Annual upkeep of monuments already conserved was attended to. 
The jungle w;ts cleared and jictty repairs were done. Pits, cuts, and 
depressions caused to the premises of the moniuiieiils during the rains were 
filled up, .ApprtKtchcs were repaired. Bmrcc was spread over the fair 
weather road to tile Uduygiri caves and in the compound of the Sondm pillars. 


'lilt; ground of tht vcnmduli of Gumbuz-ka-Maqlwra at Hhitssi was rtfKxiivd 
and re-rammfd with murum, Thu wooden dcxjnt all the nioiuiment'i w'cre 
given a fresli coat of boiled linseed oil. The Iron works at the TJdaygiri caves, 
Sunvaya moaument and the monastery' at Ranod were re^palnted. Sign¬ 
boards w'ere re-inked. Two huge boulders of rock that had fallen diiw'n from 
the hill side above the cave No, 4 at Eagh were cut u]j and removed, 

VI. Exploration. 

(<1) Excavations. 

*21. The only excaviitions carried ouljn the y^r nf reix.irt were a 
casual outcome of the preliminary measures of conservation of a monument at 
Gyariuspur, popularly known as Hiiidola or swing, from its getieral resemblance 
to a stand of a swing. The importance of Gyaraspur as a placi* of 
archicological interest and its geographical situation are described in pars 
above. The Hindola gate which stands nil the southern outskirts of Gyamapur 
is one of the entrances to the enclosure of a llrth century teraple. It consists 
of two pillars carrying two horizontal beams supported on brackets and having 
two small ornamental arches placed between the two beams. A miniature 
.^tkliurii is set up on the centre of the itpfjer Ijoaiu, At a distance of 41) feet 
from the Hindola gateway is a grtmp of four other pillars forming a square on 
plan and carrying a set of four beams also supported on brackets. The pillars 
.stand on a plinth, the inner filling of which Ls exposed at the sides. Tlie 
excavations came to be undertaken thus. 

*22. The shafts of the pillars of Uie Hindola gateivay rr^se abruptly 
from loose earth, As they were .standing in an upright [»(«iitioit ivT several 
ccnlnrie.s, it wits evident that they must have sPjud on pucca fuuiiilations. 
Secondly, the shafts of ptlUra jm> Iwautifully and arlistteally carved could nf*t 
I»ssibly bo without any jjcdestals. In order to lind out definite uTiidence on 
these two points Ixjfore the iinal mea-sures of eonservntiim tverc devised, trial 
pits were taken near the bases of the pillars. The Ijcautifully carved 
Ijedestahs were exposed in the.se pits, set securely and systematically on well 
laid stone pavement at a depth of akmi five feel below the existing ground 
level. The pavement was found to continue on all sides of the pillars. This 
indicated the probability of the discovery of the temple, at any rate its loivest 
courses to the compound of which the gateway evidently gave an access. It 
was therefore decided to l.ip the ground on all sides of the gateway down to the 
level of the original pavement. The work was commenced on the lUth and 
iinisbed on the 2fith of May 

2U. The excavations have brought to view |K>rtiaQS of the base of A 
huge temple (wde photographs Kos, 18-20), Only the southern side of the 
temple has been examined in the operations of this year. The eastern and 
northern sides yet await exaniination. As the ground slo(X!s down sharply 
on the west and has been w.'ished :iwa 3 ' to a level below the pavement, there is 
no bofie of finding anj thing connected with the monument on this side. The 
ground course onU- of the southern Imcmenl of the temple directly set on the 
pavement has survived, it merely gives us data tti re-constniet the plan of the 
temple. In the light of the plan thus re-const rue ted, the temple seems to have 
been over 150 feet in lengtli e;ist t^J we.st and some 85 feet in breadth north to 
s<»uLh. It probably con.‘;isted of a shrine niom, n hall with two pnrjecting 
balconies tm either side and a fjorch with imc principal entrance and two side 
entrances, each having a /oratm gateway in front nf it. It had a .stklnuro or 
spire crowned with otunfu-jiltix and decorated wdtli mednlllons ami miuiature 
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repetitions of the spire. The temple faced the east. The survivinp jatew.iy 
(HindoliO related to llic southern entrance, Tlie four pillars whmh stand 
close by are evidently the central pillan; of the hall of the temple. 1 he plinth 
of the temple was a^ut eif?ht feet high aliftvc the ^>avenienl as shown by t e 
level of the plinth on which the four pillars stand. 

24. Among the antiquities unearthed in the escavations, then? are a 
number of fragmenU of eanings, figure sculptures, two small inscriptions and 
three pieces of n large inscription {No. 1 of Appendix D). The inscription 
is in Hfl lines ivrilten in old Nagari characters of about the llHh cimtui^' .A, D. 
It is in Sanskrit verse comiXKcd in flowing ftorya style. The inscriiitiou is 

'broken into two parts bv almost a vertical line. The left part only is 
recovered which gives .is the first half of each Une. The hi sc npt ion being 
thus fragmentary its purpi^rt is not quite clear, but appa^nlly it records the 
coiiiitruction of the temple in the ruins of which it was discovereil. It opens 
with a safutation to (Jag!i)-nn£itha or the f^ird of the tJniverse particularly 
applied to Vishnu and contains the genealogy and eulogy of a dynasty of kings 
of whom only three names occur in the sunndng portion of the recoriT, 
namelv, Sivagatia, Chamuiidar.ija and Sri Mahendrapala. It ivas bv a ^lon 
of this dynasty or some one of their dependants that the temple seems to have 
lieen built. The inscription conUiiis no date as noted above. Imt it is 
nasignable Ki the early part of the Khh century' on pala?ographicnl g^unds. 
which also is the date of the temple ns arrived at from the style of carvings on 
the existing pillars and the fragments unearthed in the excavations. 

25. The tine piece-s of sculptures and carving.s exhumed comprise 
among others a bust of Trimurb'. several broken figures of gods and goddesses 
a medallion ivith an inset of Trimurfi, the lower portion of a sculpture of 
Vishnu flanked by attendants. the top of the ornamental frame of the same 
figure with Vislmti carved in centre and Brahma and Siva at the en s, a 
carved threshold of the door-frame of a shrine, a few miniature ortiamcnta] 
spires and a pinnacle and diiraiitsffns of aikJfara. 

Tlie ten incarnations of Vishnu can'ed on the pillars of the 
Hindoll Katwav, the frigment, of P fisure of Vishnu which mpy perhaps 
'' h:ive been the idol of worship in the temple and the opening nt the inscription 
with an obei^Linc^? to Vishnu ^ tend to show that this was a Vaishnaya temple- 

*27. A copper coin of Gyas-ud-dm Khiljt Sultan of Malwa, was the 
only coin found in the excavatiuns. It tierhaps indicates that the monument 
was deva,stiitcd about his time {15th centuiy' A. D.). 

(6) Listing of Monuments. 

•28. In the year of report 15 monument.^ comprising forts, wells, old 
scul]itures and battle-fields situated at seven different places were listed. 
list of tlicse aiqiears in Appendix C. The following is a brief description of 
the iiinnumcuts. 


(District Bhilsa) 

oil, Boi^roi]—UagTod b about :10 mile.'; north-east of Bhilsa, on the 
Bhilsa-Saugor yoad. It jiosscsses a small hilt fort said to have been built by 
the Goods. Its original name was C liakfcargnrh. It was given over in Jagir 
to Pabarsingh, u Rajput chief from Karauli, by the then Emperor of Delhi to 
whom he was a sulxirdinate. The Fort is now in an extremely ruinous condi- 
tion overgrown with dense jungle. It contains the ruins of an extensive 
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pflUicc, ;i bdinii, a Siva a temple to j’cifWess locally knnw.Ti as Bijnsttm 

Maia^ a third temple without a name nad a platfonn sacred to a Muliatninadan 
Pir, all except the Siva temple beinfj now in vtiins. 

HO. Gltxse to the Fort but down lielow on the plain are the ruins of 
what looks like a two-storeyed bastion. It is locally known as Kiinrhajii-ntatih 
nnd is said to be the remnant of a bungalow of a dancing girl in the keeping of 
n chief of Biigrod, 

Hi. Tfondfl.—It is 85 mites by road to the north-east of Bbrlsa, 
Tlie apjiroach road branches off at the *2Hth mile of the Bhilsa-Saugor ™id. 
Teoiida is to-day a small village hut was once the seal of a governor tinder the* 
Mughals. There is a Fort in the heart of the inllage. It is now' in a 
dilapidated condition but the ruins show that it was formerly well built and 
possessed a number of buildings. The Fort roughly measures 5(X3 feel in 
length and tUlb feet in breadth. Hie monuments of note in the ruins are :— 

(u) A bastion now called Shalii Burs to which is attached the 
main entrance gate of the Fort, The biistion is hollow and 
contains pillared hall or room probably intended for the use 
of the sentinebs. 

(fc) A building known as Kot-heliri^ 

(c) A two-storej^ed building called Afotiina/ml. Both these build¬ 

ings are faced with finely dressed cut stone masonry^ and 
possess some nnmmental carvings, 

(d) A square ivell with rounded corners (indy chiselled out in the 
living mck and locally called D<*hala Kuo.. 

All these monuments are simihir in style to the govcmor’.s oiiinsion at 
Udavpur which is only 1-5 miles aw-ay, and tx^long to the late Mughal period. 

82. Besides the alx>ve buildings in the Fort, Teondii fnissesse-s a 

natural rock cavern in the adjoining bill, which is conspicuous from a great 
distance, and some Hindu temples two to three centuries old. One of these 
temples is stlualed in a grtn'e on the southern oiiLskirU of the village and haa 
a Hindi inscription which records its cdnstruetiou In’ a Kaymsthii in V. S. 
1843 (A. D. 1787), Close to the temple is an old step-well with Hindi and 
Persian inscriptions dated in V, S. 1752 and A. H. 11IJ2, resjiectively- There 
ore also two old but mutilated sculptures of mother and child locally called 
Banjiiri Mata and a warrior'.s memorial pillar of the lltli or century 

A, D., in the same grove. 

(District Esagarh) 

83. Ejfa^rb Forf.—Plsagarh is '38 mites by road fr*nn Tukneri SbUion 
on the Bina-Kotah branch line of the ti, 1. l*. Railway and is surrounded by 
picturesque lakes and groves of trees. To the south of the tomi, a raised 
ground is perched the Fort which is now in a much dilapidated cemdition. The 
outer rimp.'irts w'hich w'ere pretccLed by n moat, have mostly fallen down in 
heaps of debris. The monuments of [m|x)rtance in the Fort are; (d) the 
Nagarkhana and il») the MtttiumhaL The former is n tall three-storeyed 
building with small nioiiifi looking towards the town and wiis used as a drum 
room. The inside is filled with debris and wild gross is growing on the stone 
walls. The latter building which Is situated nt the southern end of the Fort, 
is a two-streyed struclun;. It was used probably :is Darteir Hall, because it 
•hows truces uf elaborate decorations uud |juintings. 
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^4. I't^rL—U is nbotit fiO miles lo ihe stintTi-east of 

and is iipprfniched hy a branch road i>f miles coniiectwl vcrth the A^ini- 
liotnlsjv mad. This h’orlTs sitiuited on the top of a small hill overloohliiK the 
town- The Fort is surrounded by n thick jimyde of thorny cactus shrubs, 
which W’as a good safegiVtirtl against enemies* J he old ramparts made of large 
blocks of stones and much rdvugtrd by time, are still standing in safe condition 
and present a sombre appearance. There is no building of note in the Fort 
except two or three nittcn tiinks full of water with overgrown moss, 

♦d5. /ffl^fhogarh Fort.—^It is ‘22 miles to the south of Goona and is 
reached by a branch road of *2**5 miles meeting the Agm-Bfimliay road. 
Raghogarh is a well fortified Fort stantling on a nx'k about 15fl feet ab«ji*e the 
surrounding ground. The approsveb road from the town passes through three 
—Lohin, Dhirptir .ind Tvagarkhann—while there is a fourth gate called 
Talethi Djirwazji on the opjjositc side. The wc-stern iwrlion of the 1-ort 
presents most delightful and picturesque view at\d has an iraposing and 
beautiful palace built in Rajput style, which is still in use as the residence of 
the Raja's family. There are some templfc> which seem to be con tern irorarj- 
with the palace, and also ruins of houses and wells on the eststern portion of 
the Fort. 

The three forts of Esagarh, Miiksudangarh and Ragliogarh were all 
built by Khichi Chauhanii in the IWth century A. D* 

3fi, With a I'iew to commemorate imiJOrtaitl Ixittle-fields in the State 
in pursuance of a nesoivitiori p^issed b^" the Indian Historical Records Commis¬ 
sion at its Patna session in two battle-iidds were visited in the j'eiir of 

ix-iiort, namely. Chhomiii or Maharajpiir near Gwalior and Fatehabad near 
Djjain. 

(District Tonwarghar) 

H7. Batlh-fmU fif Mabarajltur—A bittle was fought between the 
Hast tiidin Com|iciiiy and the Scindia on December 2ti, l.frlH, on the plain 
iieiwefii Chhondfi and Maharajpur -two villages nlunit 22 miles north of 
CwWsdior. The site is situated dose to the bridge <ni the river Asiin where it is 
crossed by the Agra-Bombay rtiad, aUnil H miles south-east of Moreiia, This 
battle-field is already miirhed by monuments erected in the memory of two 
British oftkvrs. Lt.-CoJ, E. Sanders, c.ti.. Beiigid Engineers, and Col. 
Chirchtll. f. n,, of H. M.'sJtlst Regiment of Foot, who wen- killed on the 
battle-tield, The.se two monunients stand within an enclosure and bear 
inscriiJlion tablets. A t^iviiion standing outside the alxjve enclosure but dose 
t<> it, is said to mark the common griive of the rank -itid hie of British soldiers 
killed in action, Tt bears no iii-scriptioii, 

(District Ujjain) 

38, liatilt'-fit’hl of Fub'lni/Md-—li lies nearly one mile and a half to 
ihe north of Falehahul Station on the Rajpiitatia-M.dwa section of the B. B, 
and C. I. Railway. 'I'lie idd imnie of the village Falvluibiul w:is Dliarmalpur 
and wiLs re-nanK*<l hy Aumngzeb in eonsvtiiunce of his victory over the forces 
of his father Shalijaiiati and his bnrther Dura. He also built a mosque, n .wruf 
and a gartlen here, the mins of which still exist. The Imiierial .^rray was 
comDianded by a Riijput tjciicral Jtiswantsingh Rathor of Jodhpur under 
whom tttiiny Rajput,** fought faith fully and v .ilj.iull\, .ind liiid their Iv e” 
the battle-field. i>ne of lhe.se distiiiguished Rajput cliief.s wa.s Ratansingh 
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Rathor of Jalor and a marble rfihatri «’ilh an cqiK-^strian stntut: of the prince 
lias tx.*eii eT\*t:teil reiiMitly by his dL'-Sceiirlants, tn rei)liice :t (Hlapidati-d plalfortu 
which miirked the site of his crcniatiou. The inarked by this 

nionuineiil stretcbes on an iineveti round near the site of a deserted hamlet 
note called Purnna Kitnht imd is separated froni the village Fatehalxid by a 
ijula with a perennial stream of water. To the south of the battle-field is a 
large area known ns Pa^luvlia-Khrt or encamping ground where the Imperial 
anny had pitched its ciunp. 

(c) Epigraphy. 

311, Nine inscriptions were copied in the year of rc|x>rl, four being in 
Sanskrit, three iti Hindi and two in Persian. For a complete anaivsia of the 
i nscri ptions see ^ I D, 

40. All the Sanskrit incHptions were found at Gvaraspur. Three 
were unearthed in excavations near the Hiiidola gate and the fourth was found 
used as a fmving slab in a ^Hitter's house. All the three inscriptions found in 
excavations are fragmentary and none of them contain a date so far as their 
existing pirtions art concerned but on |Mheographieal ground.s they are 
assignable aftproximately to the l^JtlLcentury A. D, The biggest of these is 
in Uiree pieces, Gnly the left half of the mscription has been rec^wered. The 
epigraph consists of lines of Sanskrit ■^'erse. Being fragmentary the full 
purport of the inscription cannot be made out but it is probably intended to 
record the construction of a temple in the ruins of which it was found. It 
seems to be a pfasasti giving the genealogy and eulogj' of a line of kings, the 
names i»f only three of them having survived in the existing |>art, namely, 
Sivagana, Chatnundarap and M.ahendrufiala- 'fhe line of these kings Ls not 
known from any inscriptions, hithertf) published. As the inscription open.s 
w'ith a .salutHtiou to Jagannath (I.^rd of tlnivcrse)—name commouK' applied 
to Vishnu, the temple to which it belonged was evideutly a Vaishnava temple. 
The name of the engraver is mentioned as Sahila, Two other insctiptioirs 
exposed in the excavations arc mere fragments. One of them which Is in 
tw'o lines mentions the name of two persons, namely Mahadeva and Dnrga- 
ditva who were dependents of Sri Chatnundaraja evidently the same king as is 
referreid to in the previous inscripiion. The other inscription cf^sists only 
of a few words in one line which do not give any complete sense. The foiirth 
Samskrit inscriptifra found in n ]x>ttcr's hou,se is also a fragment. It is in lH 
lines of verse and in datcti V^, S. JUG7 fA, D, Tbll). It records the con¬ 
struction of matha or monastery'. Three names occur in the existing 
portion of the record—(1) Mudhnsndana, son of Sanku, (2) Kttkalln, an officer, 
and (3) Pulindra, the sculptor, who engraved the inscription. 

41. Of the three Hindi inscriptions two come fivuu Teonda—one on a 
step-well and the other on a temple in a grove to the south of the village. The 
former in.-icription Ls dated \'. S. 1752 (A. D. I('i95) and records the completion 
of the step-well by Srivustava Kaya.stha by name Aiumda Rai, son of Jado Rai 
and grandson of hlukunda Rai. The second Hindi itiscriptioTi is dated in 
V. S. 1 h 43 ^A. L>, 1787) and records the constnictroii of a temple on which it is 
engraved by iirivastava Kayasthn named iTmcdn Rai, sort of Va.aanta Rai and 
grandson of Anand Rai (Qanungo}, evidently the builder of the stC]i-wdl, 
which is referred to in the previous inscri]Aion and which is .■situated tpiilc 
cTo.se to the temple. 'I he third Hindi in.scnption comes from a stci>-well at 
Malhargarh, It is dated in V. S. 1812, iaaka 1«77 .and A, ll. 11 M3. It 
records the complete dismantling and rc-huilding of the .step-well which bears 
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the iiiscriptiou bv one Pauclit Njxoji Bhik>i]'i, under the su|K^visi(Hi of PiinJil 
Kaniji Visiiji duriiii; the of Peshwa liiilaji Baji l^io, 

4'2, Of the twit Persiiin inscriptions, the earlier one whicli is dated in 
the fourth regtiul year of Aurangzeh ctnnes froin the same well at Malliar^urh, 
the one which tjears the Hindi inscription dated ia V. S. 1812 described above. 

It records the original construction of the well by Bahadur Shall, the son of 
Alum Shah who was the Jiovernor of the tract of touxtlry extending; IxiUeen 
Chaiideri and Kalpi. The other Persian inscription etjmes from a step-well 
at Teonda, It gives the date A. H. llini (A* D. lliVklJ i,c, five years earlier 
than the Hindi inscription t>n thL=' same widl (see para 11 above). It inentioiis 
the name of the builder Mukuiida Rai, father of Judo Rai. The two inscrip¬ 
tions i>ut together evidently show that the ootistruction of the well was com¬ 
menced in A.DJ'ilKJ by Mukunda Rai and completed by his grandson Ananda 
Rai in A.D. Ifiyo. during the reign of Aimmgzeb.

•11. Out of the 10 silver pieces, 1 was n Gadhiya, 1 of the Western 
Kshatrapa Rudrasimha HI, ,'mn of Satyasimha, 1 of the Tninara Mahipahi, 8 of 
late ?lliigh:ti Emperors of Delhi and 1 of Vira Vikmnm Sahadeva of Nepal. 

•15. Out of 2211 copper pieces, 11 were punch marked from Avaiiti, I 
Ilf king Nabapiitia, ItNH Naga coins representing Deva and Oanapati, 1 of 
Ghiyas Shah Khilji of Malwa, ‘2 of the late .Mughal Emixirors of Delhi, 1 of 
Muhammad Ibrahim All Khan of Delhi and Jlof Vira Vikrama Pashupatinatha 
of Nepal, while SW were debased and undecipherable. Among the Muhammadan 
coins, Benares, Bareilly and B:iJwant Nagtvr (modem Jhansi) are the minis 
represented.

It is a com]nlation of accounts culled 
from already published lioots, silpplemeiitcd ivhere ijowible, with fresli in¬ 
formation collected by original research. The first part wais [lublished on the 
H'lth birthday of His Highness. It describes eight forts, namely, Ater, 
Bhind, Chanderi, Dtsigarh, (iohad, Gwalior, Karcra and Narwar and is 
illustrated with their photographs. 

51. Another publication brought out this year is a Hindi version of
